(Edward A. Washburn, D.D.) 

There died at Calvary rectory, New York 
city, February 2, 1881, Edward_A.:Wash- 
burn, D.D., in the 62d year of his age. Ho 
was born in. Boston. April 16,-1819... He 
was a descendant of John. Washburn of 
Evesham, England, wlio came to Plymouth 
colony in 1636 and settled at Bridge-water, 
-—tho ancestor of zon now Jiying and well 
known to fame in chureh and State. - Dr. 
| Washburnwwasoducated ats i 
achool, graduated at Harvard in 1838, studi- 
ed theology at Andover and the Yalo divi- 
‘nity school,” which he left in 1842, was 
licensed by the Worcester Congregational 
Association the samo year, and preached in 
several pulpits without a settlement, and 
finally, in- 1843, entered the Protestant 
Episcopal church and was made deacon by 
Bishop Manton Eastburn (1844) and priest 
(1845). He was first rector at St: Paul’s, 
Newburyport, whero he sorved faithfully, 
seven years. In 1851 ho took a voysgo to 
Chinn, and.on his return travelled extensive- 
ly in Asia and, Europe, ‘especially in the 


Holy Land,-returning “hore became rector |, 


of St, John’s, Hartford, and professor in 
the Berkeley divinity school at Middletown, 
Conn. Made doctor of divinity (Trinity 
College, 1860) he became in-1862 tector of 
St. Marks, Philadelphia; then and now the 
-leading high church parish of fhat city, ind 
in 1866 rector of-Calvary cliurch, Now York, 
where he remained in chargo until his death. 
Here he gathered a congregation of strong 
and gifted men, and made a strong impress 
upon the mind and heart of that. me- 
tropolis. e ae 
As the rector of a strong parish in a great 
ecntre, Dr: Washburn’s influence passed 


.;not merely beyond the denominational lines, 


but into the more secular affairs of art, 
literature and even statesmanship. Tho 
wise and good of all tho reformed religions 
gave him great fellowship for the wisdom 
and serviee in him, , 

He began life: as a high churchman ; he 
ended ina more liberal temper and as the 
friond of such men fis Stanley and Phillips 
Brooks, Too great to be always honored 
by the Httle, ‘the greatness which was his 
own, lifted him above office and heirarchy 
to that plane of honor among the honorable

In some 
sense a representative of Maurice, to whom 
he. was strongly drawn, and distinctly 
known, and recognized as the leader of the 
Broad Church school of thought in this 
country, he was too pronounced a thivker 
and-scholar—an original force in theology 
and letters—to follow in the lines marked 
out by other men.

$3,500. It is intended that this steamer 
shall fly the Chinese ‘flag and proceed to 
various places of resort beyond the limits of 
this port. . 
~ We note the gradual re-introduction of 
spurious copper cash into circulation at Nan- 
tai, notwithstanding thé prohibitory procla- 
mation issued by~the Native Authorities 
some time ago.. We must really confess we 
sce but very little reason to blaine the Foo- 
chowites for using these spurious,coins, as 
there are actually not sufficient good cash 
in the place to supply the daily wants of 
the people, and the Provincial Government, 
though there is. a mint for the purpose of 
coining cash here, either will not, or carinot 
movo in the matter so as*-to.do away with 
the evil of bad cash. . 

It is said by the Chinese here that the 
High Provincial Authorities have upheld 
their own countrymen, with regard to the 
Placard imbrogliv, so far as to consent’ to, 
and even order the money tobe paid -back 
to the purchasers of the ground on Teng 
Shan, A little moro of the Wu-shih-shan 
troubles is imminent, if all accounts regard- 
ing the: demeanor of “H; E. the Viceroy 


People at Shanghai“don’t’ yet seem to 
believe or to renliso’ that peace ghas been 
arranged. between China and Russia, 

The last item of interesting information 
that falla to. be chronicled is the appoint- 
ment of Tso Taung-t’ang-to tho offices held 
by the late Shén Kuei-fen, who died on tho 
last day of the Chinese year, and was 
buricd onthe 1st March. The three offices 
held by-him’ were, a seat in the Cabinet, 
in the Foroign Office, and President of the 
Board of War. Tso isa man of. progress, 
and probably in his hands affairs in China 
muy teke a start forward, The appoint- 
ment scems to.give satisfaction herc. ‘The 
grokt Tso, the conquerer of the North-West, 
is looked upon as a hero, as he undoubtedly 
is, Tséng, the Governor of Shansi, now or 
lately at the head of the troops at Shanhai 
Kuan, is appointed to the Viceroyalty of 
tho North. West provinces, vice Tso, 

The Western Empress, aunt of tho 
youthful "Emperor, is not expected to 
recovor from hor illness, which is said to 
be consumption. Sho has taken to a wet 
nurse, a. practice often resorted to’ in 
China by old persons. who want to sypport 
failing strength, Ginseng and arrow-root. 
aro, of course, also largely partaken off. .Of 
all the celebrated doctors thut came up to 
tho capital from the various provinces, sent 
in response to'an’ Imperial decree, all but 
two, the Tientsin and Shansi representa- 
tives, sent by their reapective Governors, 
havo left the capital. Tho two remaining 
have not. a very enviable -position, for 
should the Empress die, ag die ‘apparently 
sho niust, they will get all the odium of it, 
as being Iest in attendance. Thoy imay 
take ‘refuge on medival etiquette, and if 
thoy can show that their treatment, how- 
ever absurd, has. been founded on their 
native system, then no charge is likely to 
be preferred against them.
